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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The Amendment of claim 1 introduces the limitation "aggregates" and raises a new issue because the art of 
record does not teach this limitation and will require futher search and consideration. In addition, "they" in claim 1 lacks antecedent basis 
as 'they' implies a plural number of something but there is no prior plural number of elements. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Arguments filed April 1 3, 201 0 do not place 
any of the claims in condition for allowance because the prior rejection filed January 21 , 2020 still meets the limitations and the arguments 
are not persuasive to overcome the rejection. The Amendment of claim 1 introduces the limitation "aggregates" and raises a new issue 
because the art of record does not teach this limitation. Applicant argues that the data presented on pages 27-35 of the instant 
specification shows that the combination of ZnO with any one of the organic sunscreens (OC, OMC,PISA or BEMT) produces synergistic 
results in terms of SPF (Sun Protection Factor). However the Examiner disagrees with Applicant's arguement because the data presented 
in the instant specification is insufficient to overcome the rejection because the data is not commensurate in scope with the claims. The 
data is not commensurate in scope with the claims because the data shows unexpected results when the claimed surface-modified zinc 
oxide powder is combined with the organic sunscreens (OC, OMC.PISA or BEMT) in a water/oil emulsion. However, the instant claims 
encompass a surface-modified pyrogenically produced zince oxide powder. Objective evidence of nonobviousness, if any, must be 
commensurate in scope with that of the claimed subject matter. In re Kulling, 14 USPQ2d 1056 (Fed. Cir. 1990); In re Lindner, 173 USPQ 
356 (CCPA 1972). 

Further, with regards to the synergistic effects of the compositions, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., a 
synergistic effect) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from 
the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). Refer to the Final 
rejection, mailed on January 21 , 201 0 for any clarifications.
